devotions  athitrarily  and  without  premeditation. 
But  before  we  put  words  into  the  people’s 
mouths,  we  have  their  consent  by  their  lay  depu¬ 
ties,  and  the  words  ar^  all  duly  weighed  by 
learned  divines,  and  tested  by  the  “  law  and 
the  testimony.” 

Suppose  the  Presiden*  were  coming  into  our 
town  :  would  not  every  one,  who  has  any  regard 
for  decency,  and  wishes  to  pay  him  due  respect 
in  a  public  manner,  rather  consult  some  judi¬ 
cious  persons,  and  prepare  beforehand  some  ap¬ 
propriate  and  becoming  address,  and  then  pre¬ 
sent  it  in  an  orderly  manner,  than  go  before 
him  without  thought,  and  say  what  came  up- 
l>erinostT  O  yes,  you  reply  ;  and  in  so  saying 
acknowledge  yourselves  men  pleasers  rather 
than  pleasers  of  God,  in  that  you  will  go  and 
listen  to  any  body  who  presumes  to  address  the 
f^ity  as  a  minister  of  religion  in  his  own  hasty 
language.  Do  you  not  know  that  such  things 
are  an  inlet  to  infidelity  ?  They  are  not  calcu- 


bassadors  to  reconcile  us  to  God,  who  dictates 
the  terms  to  us  without  at  all  consulting  our 
carnal  wishes.  lie  first  consults  his  own  glory  ; 
then  in  it  our  good  ;  and  if  we  accept  of  his 
mercies  in  such  way  as  to  “  glorify  God  in  the 
day  of  our  visitation,”  he  will  receive  us  ;  but 
not  otherwise,  lie  is  a  “  jealous  God,”  and 
his  honour  is  dearer  to  him  than  all  his  reliel 
creatures  can  he.  It  is  the  nature  of  'he  hu¬ 
man  will  to  encroach  upon  God,  and  tell  him 
his  ways  are  not  equal.  Give  it  an  inch,  and 
it  will  grasp  at  an  ell.  Hence  where  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  ihe  tribunal  before  which  their  minis¬ 
ters  must  appear,  a  corrupt  religion,  stKiner  or 
later,  is  the  unavoidable  consequence.  It  is  as 
sure  to  be  so,  as  it  is  where  the  Bible  is  kept  out 
of  their  sight.  And  which  are  the  worst  here¬ 
sies,  those  of  popery,  or  those  which  have  sprung 
up  in  protestant  New-England  ?  These  last 
arc  the  necessary  result  ofpuritanism,  which  at 
first  claimed  that  the  people  should  ordain  even 


tbo.se  who  had  been  ordained  by  Episcopal 
hands,  txTorc  they  would  listen  to  their  teach¬ 
ing.  The  consequence  is,  the  word  oi  man  has 
set  aside  the  word  of  God,  and  L  nitarianism 
Arianism,  Socinianisni,  Universniism,  and  De¬ 
ism,  grafted  on  the  mural  preempts  .»  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  have  grown  out  of  Puritanism.  And  it 
you  dout't  that  the  mode  of  worship  has  been 
an  industrious  labourer  in  this  vineyard  of  Sa 
tan,  ask  yourself  which  is  best  calculated  to 
pioduce  these  etfects  ?  the  use  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  to  which  no  heretick  will  submit  on  ac¬ 
count  of  its  being  a  perfect  confession  of  the 
faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  a  perspicuous  summa¬ 
ry  of  sound  scripture  doctrine,  as  well  as  a 
heavenly  guide  in  true  spiritual  devotion  ;  or 
the  too  often  extemporaneous  absurdities  ot 
sectarian  preachers,  who  are  the  people’s  nnlu 
guide  in  their  puflic  devotions?  Let  the  Eng¬ 
lish  dissenters,  who  have  lately  published  a  nio.-t 
excellent  bonk  on  these  crying  evils,  declare. 
And  let  every  orthodox  dissenter  in  this  coun¬ 
try  ask  himself  the  same  question  ;  and  also 
this  one  more,  namely  :  which  is  the  most  prob¬ 
able  method  of  putting  an  end  to  these  danger¬ 
ous  heresies,  of  which  they  so  justly  complain  f 
returning  one  and  all  to  the  Itusom  of  the 
Church,  or  keeping  still  in  their  present  stand¬ 
ing  ' — I  have  heard  a  person  wonder  why  the 
Americans,  who  are  so  quicksighted  in  worldl) 
matters,  should  yet  be  so  dull  of  apprehension 
in  these  things.  But  I  see  no  diHicnlty  :  the 
carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God ;  and  the 
children  of  this  world  are  wiser  in  their  gene¬ 
ration  than  the  children  oi  light. — With  us,  the 
people  cannot  pray  and  worship  in  public,  un¬ 
less  almost  entirely  in  the  words  of  God  him¬ 
self,  which  1  must  think  are  the  most  accepta 
ble  to  him  '  hut  with  you,  ’tis  good  luck  if  they 
enjoy  that  privilege.

Weller,  as  the  General  Agent  of  the  Society,  I 
and  has,  in  all  of  them,  niaile  a  most  favourable  { 
impression,  and  done  much  in  awakening  the 
attention  and  interest  ol  Episcopalians  on  the 
momentous  subject  of  missions,  and  in  vindica¬ 
ting  the  claims  of  that  institution,  through  the 
medium  of  which,  the  church  has,  in  her  col¬ 
lective  wisdom,  decided  to  discharge  her  duty 
in  relation  to  that  concern.  I  he  publication 
of  his  appeal,  in  our  columns,  cannot  hut  sub¬ 
serve  a  good  purpose  in  inclining  the  hearts  and 
stimulating  the  hands  ofC'hurchmen  to  help  for¬ 
ward,  in  their  respective  spheres  of  influence 
.md  of  action,  the  accomplishment  of  the  great 
objects  of  the  Society.  And  at  no  time  could 
such  a  result  be  more  desirable;  for  such  are 
the  exigencies  of  the  Society  —with  increasing 
demands  for  its  aid,  and  with  expanding  fields 
of  usefulness,  on  the  one  hand  ;  and,  on  the 
other,  with  resources  disprojiortioned,  even  to 
the  most  limited  operations — that,  unless  some 
general,  cordial,  and  energetic  effort  be  made  m 
Us  behalf,  and  that  pr(tmptlif,  its  friends  will  be  1 
doomed  to  utter  mortification  and  reproach  ,  the 
confidence  of  many  weakened  ;  and  a  result  ac¬ 
celerated,  which  the  united  prayers  and  exer¬ 
tions  of  Episcopalians  ought  to  lie  engaged  in 
deprecating  and  avoiding.  Let  every  individu¬ 
al  member  of  the  Church  look  to  it,  and  ask  | 
himself  if  he  is  content  to  bear  the  reproach, 
which  a  failure  in  the  beneficent  plans  of  tfie 
institution,  w  ill  surely  involve  And,  if  he  is 
jealous  of  the  character  and  concerned  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  Church,  let  him  consider  well 
iiis  own  personal  responsibility  in  a  matter  in 
which  both  are  so  intimately  implicated.  And, 
whatsoever  his  hanrJs  finil  to  do,  in  this  best  of 
causes,  let  him  do  it  with  all  his  might. 

Extract  from  a  Sermon  in  behalf  of  the  Domes¬ 
tic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society — by  the 
Rev.  George  Weller,  late  Secretary  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Agent  of  the  same. 

“  It  is  with  a  painful  sense  of  our  deficiency 
in  the  highly  important  duty  of  missio.ns  to 
THE  destitute,  that  I  am  compelled  to  say, 
that  our  Church  has  been  among  the  last  to  en¬ 
ter  upon  this  labour  of  love.  Making  high,  and, 
as  I  trust  and  believe,  well  founded  claims  to 
apostolic  origin — that  she  holds  the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  saints  in  its  integrity  and  puri¬ 
ty^ — she  has  not  sought  as  she  should  have  done, 
to  extend  these  blessings  to  others,  but  has 
been  too  easily  content  with  her  eminent  sta¬ 
tion  without  holding  up  her  light  to  those  who 
sit  in  darkness.  A  few  thousand  dollars  have, 
indeed,  been  raised  for  missions  in  several  dio¬ 
ceses,  but  these  have  been  rigidly  expended 
within  the  states  in  which  they  have  been  rais¬ 
ed — those  who  lived  beyond  a  geographical 
line  have  been  systematically  excluded  from 
benefit  by  these  funds.  About  eight  years 
since,  the  General  Convention  instituted  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  with 
the  object  of  commencing  and  supporting  mis¬ 
sions  to  any  part  of  the  world,  where  there 
might  be  encouragement,  beyond  the  organized 


dioceses.  The  Convention  entertained  the  | 
hope,  that  the  establishment  of  this  society  I 
would  be  hailed  with  delight  by  the  n  embers 
of  the  Church  throughout  the  counir  — that 
many  would  come  forward  to  its  support  with 
lilicral  donations  of  thos<  good  things,  with 
which  a  bountiful  Providence  had  s  pplieil  ^ 
them  But  so  feeble  have  l>eeii  the  re-.iurces 
of  this  Society — so  trifling  the  support  it  has 
received  from  our  community,  that  it  ha-  been 
aide  to  extend  but  a  very  smalt  degree  o  iid  to 
three  or  four  missionaries  on  the  oiiiskiits  oi 
our  own  country.  Men  w  ho  liad  given  meni- 
sclves  cheerfully  to  the  concerns  of  this  Socie¬ 
ty,  have  only  brought  on  themselves  reproach, 
by  the  small  results  they  have  been  able  to  pro¬ 
duce.  But  we  trust  that  our  t'liurch  will  no 
longer  be  content  to  be  outstripped  in  such  a 
race,  but  will  arouse  to  the  work  lielorc  her,  | 
and  take  her  part  in  the  evangelizing  of  the' 
world  A  fair  and  extensive  field  is  now  o(>en 
to  the  Society,  and  it  has  been  determined  toi 
send  missionaries  to  Ajrica,  South  Amertra,' 
and  Greece.  ' 

Africa  lifts  up  her  voice  against  our  country ; 
for  an  untold  multitude  of  oppressions.  Her 
people  have  been  degraded,  almost  throughout 
her  coasts,  by  a  trade  for  w  hich  our  country 
long  oflered  the  most  teiiijiting  market.  To  the 
north  they  are  involved  in  .VlalioinimMlan  dark¬ 
ness,  delusion,  and  vice;  to  the  south,  sunk  al¬ 
most  below  paganism  itself,  having  scarcely  any 
form  of  religion,  or  any  intelleciual  activity  ;

Capable  of  learning 
and  feeling  the  value  of  the  gospel,  what  a  migh-  i 
ty  field  does  she  offer  to  its  messengers  !  The

;ger,  assured  protection.  Our  Church,  through-

sorely  the  Providence  which  removed  from 
us  a  faithful  missionary,  with  his  loins  girded, 
and  his  lamp  burning  for  the  work,  yet  we  look 
forward  to  see  his  place  soon  abundantly  suj)- 
plied,  and  heralds  from  our  church  proclaim¬ 
ing  along  her  benighted  coasts,  repentance  and 
remission  of  sins,  in  the  name  of  Christ.

i  and  comforting  the  atflicted.  on  whom  noneof 
i  these  effects  would  have  been  produced  merely 
‘by  the  public  ministrations  of  the  Gospel.  Ask 
Uhe  successful  parish  Minister;  and  he  will  tell 
you,  that  most  of  his  success  is  to  be  attributed, 
under  God,  to  his  zealous  and  persevering  en¬ 
deavours,  in  his  daily  intercourse  with  his  peo¬ 
ple,  to  convince  them  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Je- 
'  sus,  to  establish  them  in  the  faith,  and  to  lead 
I  them  on  in  the  way  they  should  go,— personally 
!  and  repeatedly  beseeching  them,  in  Christ’s 
I  .stead,  to  be  reconciled  unto  God.  Ask  the  pa- 
I  rishioners ;  and  they  will  ascribe  both  llieir 
I  own  edification  and  spiritual  improvement,  and 
'  the  prosperous  slate  of  their  parish,  not  so  much 
i  to  their  minister’s  excellent  discourses,  on  the
